Mote 
than 50 lawmen have beep 
murdered since the first of uie 
year, 30 in February an^ 
March alone. 

The militants seek to pro- 
duce hostility between the 
people and the police, accord- 
ing to intelligence report^. 
This would bring the kind of 
chaos to America that the rev- 
olutionaries could exploit 

The nonviolent factions, 
both black and white, seek the 
same ends. But they believe 
the police killings will only So- 
lidify public support for the 
police.
